Eban on dangers of misconceptions

TEL AVIV. — Prof. Abba Eban, 
former Forelgn Minister, said yes- 
terday that foreign powers who 
encourage misconceptions about Is- 
rael endanger peace in the Middle 
East. Eban delivered the opening 
address at the “international con- 
ference on psychological stress and 
adjustment in a time of war and 
peace” _ 

Prof. Eban said the Arebs have 
cultivated two irreconcilable myths: 
one is that Israel 18 so small and 
contemptible that it should not be 
taken into account; the other is 
thet Israel is inordinately strong 
and intent on unlimited expansion.

corrective to many misconceptions, 
both on the Israel and Arab sides, and 


therefore it offered a 
background for mutual understand- 
ing, he said.

Two Argentine 
generals killed 
in plane crash 


Tucuman, Argentina (AP). — An 
Argentine military plane crashed 
and burst into flames In a wooded 
area about 56 kms. from Tucuman 
yesterday, killing two army gene- 
rals and 11 other military men.

IRA. prepares to talk 
as ceasefire holds 


BELFAST (UPI). — Britain's top 
official in Northern Ireland yester- 
day invited local leaders io talks 
aimed at paving the way for his 
peace negotiations with the Irish 
RepubHecan Army on ending five 
years of sectarian war. 

Secretary of State Merlyn Rees 
asked ‘both Protestant and Roman 
Catholic factions alike to meet him 
this week following a statement by 
the IRA’s political wing, the Sinn 
Fein party, that it is ready to 
beg preliminary discussions. 

The Sinn Fein declared its wil- 
lingness to talk as four Protestant 
clergymen bowed out of their go- 
between role and left it to the Bri- 
tish and IRA to discuss among them- 
selves bow to extend the current 
cease-fire past January 16 and make 
it permanent, 

Specifically, Rees's invitationg went 
out to the leaders of the parties 

ted in the old Northern Ire. 
land Assembly, the legislative body 
brought down during ἃ general 
strike -last year. 


Among them are both militant 
Protestants, who believe that Bri- 
tish-IRA talks can only undermine 
the Protestant majority in North- 
ern Ireland, and moderate Catho- 
lca, who think peaceful means and 
not IRA violence are the way to 
unite Northern Ireland with Zire. 

Rees's task is to satisfy all con- 
cerned that their interests will be 
protected in his talks with the 
TRA, whose leaders have threat- 
ened to resume.their bombing cam- 
paign in Britain unless progress is 
Made toward peace. 

Among the IRA’s demands are 
the withdrawal of 16,000 British 
troops from Northern Ireland along 
with unification with the Irish Re- 
public. Rees has said he is willing 
to prepare a pullout timetable if the 
cease-Gfre lasts.

Famed Hamilton marbles 
may be on Colossus wreck 


LONDON (AP). — A British diving 
team announced yesterday it has 
located the wreck of a British man- 
of-war carrying priceless Roman 
statuary whose recovery could be of 
it icance to the art world. 
‘The ship, HMS Colossus, ran into 
a storm and sank in the Isles of 
Scilly off England’s southwest tip 
in 1798. 
“This 1s potentially the most ex-~ 
citing find of my life,” said Roland 
Morris, a salvage specialist wha 
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ish loot from other ships wrecked 
off Britain's coastline. 

Morris said his team found the 
wreck last August after 171 hours 
of diving time but kept it secret 
until now to prevent “pirate divers” 
from interfering with the project. 
He did not reveal the precise loca- 
tion of the Colossus, but it went 
down off the Island of Sampson 
in the Isles of Scilly.

Nixon should 
have destroyed 
tapes — Liddy 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Convicted 
Watergate burglar G. Gordon Liddy 
says former President Richard M. 
Nixon did not act ruthlessly enough 
in coping with the scandal and 
should have destroyed the tape re- 
cordings that eventually drove him 
from office. 

In 8 televised interview, Liddy 
also characterized former White 
House counsel John W. Dean IT as 
a “stool pigeon” and former Nixon 
re-election committee head Jeb Stu- 
art Magruder as “an accomplished, 
skillful Mar.” 

“I think in all fairness to the man 
you would have to put him right 
up there with Judas Iscariot,” Liddy 
said of Dean, who along with Ma- 
gruder was 8 chie! prosecution 
witoess in the Watergate cover- 
up trial. 

Liddy served about 18 months 
in prison before being released on 
bond while one of his sentences 18 
appealed. He has been sentenced to 
six years and eight months to 20 
years for his role in Watergate, 
18 months for contempt of court 
and one to three years for his role 
in the Elisberg conspiracy case. . 

Liddy said that Nixon was “in-~ 
sufficiently ruthless” in dealing with 
“these domestic difficulties in which 
he was engaged.”- Liddy said that 
when the existence of the White 
House tapes was disclosed, he would 
have stated publicly that “they 
being destroyed, in fact, they have 
been destroyed.” 

Liddy refused in the interview, as 
he has before, to break his silence 
on what he knows about Watergate.

by our own Asher Ben-¥Fohanan, 
Glnastera’s harp concerto and fi- 
nally Bruckners “Te Deum.” The 
last three were ali IPO firsts. The 
concert also presented an imposing 
array of musicians: harpist Judith 
Lieber as soloist in the Ginastera 
and in the “Te Deum," soprano 
Stella Richmond, alto Ada Gershuni, 
tenor Osvaldo Tourn, bass Isser 
Bushkin and the Tel-Aviv Philhar- 
monic Choir (directed by Stanley 
Sperber}. 

Even for a conductor who has 
planned well in advance, such 8 
Programme is a most ambitious un- 
‘dertaking; and this is even more so 
for one replacing a colleague at 
Short notice (the concert was to be 
conducted by Walter Weller). Praise 
therefore goes Grat to conductor 
Erich Bergel for his outstanding ef- 
fort and considerable success. All 
four works showed that Bergel is 
8 most competent and responsible 
musician, perseveres in his aims. 

He insists on what he thinks es- 
sential and the results he achieves 
are impressive. Haydn emerged 
chamber-music like, and restrained 
in sonority.
